NFCUS — A PROVEN FAILURE

This is another in The Dell setics of articles on the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students. Jim Robb, the author of this ortice, was President 


of the Students’ last year, and served, os External Affairs Chairman for the 
Council the year before. 


Lt is difficult to attack an ideal, particularly an ideal as abstract 
and as worthy as that behind the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students. An organization representing and acting for Cana- 
dian students as a national students’ society, is a worthy ideal, and a 
pure abstraction. Such an organization does not and cannot exist. 

Recent Development 

The ideal is a recent development. Originally NFCUS was exactly 
what the name implies: a federation of Canadian University Student 
onganization offering a common meeting ground for Canada’s varied 
student population. In post war years the concept of NFCUS as a 
“trade union” of students developed, in an attempt to impose the Euro- 
pean theory of national student unions onto the Canadian scene. The 
attempt has led a number of people to take a rather expensive farce | 
with absolute seriousness, 

Not Representative 

NFCUS does not represent Canadian students as a whole. Not only 
to the vast majority not know of its existence, a sizable majority do! 
not even purport to be members of the organization. In fact on the! 
Island of Montreal three of the five chartered universities, University 
of Montreal, Loyola, and Macdonald have nothing whatsoever to do 
with the national body. 

Foreign Affairs | 

NICUS thas in its foreign relations damaged Canadian student 
prestige, A consistent record of petty bickering over policy and repu- | 
diation of the actions of her international representatives has made 
Canadian representation at international functions mere attendance. 

At its best NOUS has and can not represent any unified view | 
as being that of “Canadian students’. The Canadian student comes | 
from a variety of regional, family and educational backgrounds. The | 
North American educational system has led him to believe that his | 
education is a training for life in ‘the community as a whole. He is 
already in many ways a part of that community, reflecting its opinions | 
and views. | 

Supports only Generalities 

In the past NECUS has not given its support to anything more | 
than generalities, watered down to meet the views of its various | 
members, Generalities which are in fact reflections of views held by 
the Canadian community as a whole. NFCUS ean give the Canadian | 
student no more than he already has, 

It is not surprising that NFCUS has accomplished nothing con- 
crete. The Oanadian scene has little place for pressure groups. It has 
no place for pressure groups not backed by voting power. Not only can 
NFCUS not decide what to do, no one would listen to it if it did. 

Over-Organized 

NECUS ‘has become a product of the age of pronouncabdle initials 
and over-organization, In an attempt to prove that Canada needed a 
national student union it has during the past several years conducted 
a fierce paper war with itself. It has apparently built the war to a 
pitch needing a full time President, Secretary-Treasurer, a Secretary 
and a half, and Travel Service Director all costing Canadian students 
more and more money. 

NFCUS has become a drain on the Canadian student community, 
not only financially speaking, but on its executives. So long as NFCUS 
exists in its present form it wastes ithe time and money of innumerable 
people, and ‘there is no incentive to form a national student organization 
fitted to Canadian needs. 

Reform Attempts 

Attempts to reform NFCUS from the inside have apparently failed. 
The old familiar arguments of the past six years are being repeated 
with full emphasis on a national union of students concept. This is an 
ideal, which desirable as it may be elsewhere has not worked in

‘few student Re on an 
international scale that actually 
does something. 

We think that McGill students | 
would support both the philosophy 
and the projects of the WUS. 
What, though, are they actually 
doing to support them? 

Those who give to Combined 
Charities are giving one third of 
their donation to the WUS. Those 
who worked at the India Sale, or 
who bought some of its merchan- 
dise, further contributed to the 


'|WUS. Each member of the Stu- 


dents’ Society pays about twenty- 
one cents towards the support of 
the WUS Scholarship student 
nere at McGill. 

In direct contributions (one 
third of the Combined Charities 
receipts) McGill gives less to the 
WUS than any other Canadian 
university, 

Is this really all we can do?

The most striking thing about the present discussion about Mc- 
Gill’s participation in N.F.C.U.S. is the glaring inconsistencies found 
in some of the arguments. These inconsistencies seem to stem from 
a misunderstanding of the issues at stake. I would like to try and 
clarify these issues. 

Agree With Principles 

The advocates of seccession have admitted that they agree with 
the ideals and principles of N.F.C.U.S. They explicitly stated this 
in their motion and Mr. Jackson reiterated it in his article in the Daily. 

Withdrawal Denies Principles 

Having admitted this, to be consistant, they must show that the 
ideals of a federation of university students can best be realized by 
MecGill’s withdrawal from N.F.C.U.S. Yet their arguments have never 
dwelt on this point. Instead they have sidetracked the issue by pointing 


| out the deficiencies of the present organizational structure of N.F.C.U.S. 


Reform by Withdrawal 
If their criticisms are correct, and I personally do not believe 
them to be so, then the logical outcome of their argument would be 
to alter the existing structure. The present organization is neither 
permanent nor absolute. It has gradually evolved and it can and 
should be changed to meet new conditions. McGill has a perfect right, 
or rather a duty, to criticize and to advocate changes, But it cannot 
do this by withdrawing. 
Shirking Responsibilities 
Should MeGill secede from N.F.C.U.S., it is shirking its respon- 
sibilities. It is cutting itself off from the rest of the Canadian Uni- 
versities and in effect saying, “McGill desires to belong to a national 
federation; it has no ideas or opinions and does not want to participate 
in discussions; it is content to allow some other University such as 
Toronto, to provide the initiative and leadership and then to follow 
if it is satisfied with their work. 
Surely this is not what McGill students want to do.

NEED FOR ARMY 
ENGINEERS HIGH

“Tl would say that every en- 
gineer should, at least, give the 
army a high consideration in mak- 
ing plans for a career,” Lt. Gen. 
Simonds, Army Chief of Staff told 
this reporter in a statement for the 
Daily. He added, “Presently the 
engineering and signal corps alone 
need 120 engineers, and I would 
estimate that for the next five 
years there will be a need for 
roughly 60 each year.” 

General Simonds speke Friday 
afternoon in the PSCA, before the 
students of the Engineering Fac- 
ulty. In his talk he compared the 
opportunities offered by the army 
to those available in industry. 

He elaborated on the job of the 
field, civil, and signal engineers. 
“Sooner or later, if you have what 
it takes, you will be swinging into 
the executive branch of the army,” 
he explained, “for in the army as 
in industry, it is only thus that 
one can reach the highest brackets 
of the service.” 

“Nowadays ,the obligations and 
commitments of the army are more 
severe than ever before, and 
though the living conditions, in 
certain parts of the world where 
our troops are stationed, may not 
be_as good as at home, army life 
should certainly be a challenge to 


young men. I believe that it is a ; 


highly stimulative way to spend 
your life,”

“Peace can exist only in those 
countries where the equality and 
dignity of man is recognized,” 
commented Mr. Lewis Perinbaum, 
Executive Secretary of WUS, on 
the topic “Formosa—Peace or 
War”. The lecture was sponsor- 
ed by SCOPE and WUS Commit- 
tee. 


Perinbaum spoke in the absence 
of the original Jecturer, Dr. S. 
Chandrasekhar, Indian Social 
Scientist and Economist. 


No solution to the Formosa ques- 
tion is possible until China ob- 
tains UN recognition, Perinbaum 
maintained. The Communist gov- 
ernment does have control of the 
people and does have to be recog- 
nized as such,

According to Perinbaum the 
Asian revolutionary movement is 
striving for the dignity of man. 
Western interference has been 
clumsy and ineffective because
